Peter, who hurriedly returned to Bel 
grade when the Austrian ultimatun 
was announced, left the capital this 
evening on a special train with the 
principal m em bers of tile governm ent 
in the realization that the Austrians 
could capture Belgrade without dif­ 
ficulty. 
A tem porary seat of govern­ 
m ent will be established at Kraguy- 
evatz, a strong strategic point sixty 
m iles to the south of Belgrade. 
The news of Servia s decision was 
made known 
in extra editions this 
evening, and tonight half the popula­ 
tion 
of 
the city is on the streets. 
They formed processions and march­ 
ed through the streets singing na­ 
tional hymns and cheering for the 
emperor, Francis 
Joseph,

W illiam and the army. 
Everywhere

Ifs full may be killed by dragging a 
log back and
